The classic»! Freudian approach 
to alcoholics many years ago be­ 
gan with the notion that under the 
alcoholic facade lay latent homo­ 
sexual tendencies. The newer at­ 
titude tnward it is that while the 
person is not necessarily a latent 
homosexual he does have consid­ 
erable conflict over his masculin­ 
ity or her femininity. Drink seems 
to help resolve this problem for 
the moment bv allowing the man 
to feel a little more manly and 
the woman a little more feminine. 
Overt homosexuals have less 
need to drink for in a sense they 
have resolved their problems, 
thev’ve made a decision and live 
by it. When adults have to get 
fairly well smashed before they 
can engage in or enjuv sexual re­ 
lations it is a sign usually not only 
of sexual inhibitions but a con­ 
flict over one's sexual identifica­ 
tion as well. 
Case History 
One case of a 32-vear-old alco­ 
holic male previously treated 
might serve to point up a few out 
of many psychological mechanisms 
that produce a drinker. This man 
lost his father at an early age. 
His mother was plagued with im­ 
aginary illnesses that prevented 
her from taking on her motherly 
responsibilities. The family was 
quite poor and daily existence 
was a struggle. Here in a capsule 
is the frequent alcoholic family 
life. 
Occasionally the father isn't de­ 
ceased but was such a non-entity 
in the general scheme of things 
that he may as well have been. 
What it amouts to is that the 
bov grows up without a strong 
father figure to pattern himself 
after. He feels he should be manly 
but has only a woman for a model. 
A woman who tends to suppress 
the more aggressive, boisterous 
factors in a growing boy and who 
rears him with more feminine than 
masculine attitudes. 
He develops enormous conflict 
over the later demands made of 
him to be a man while the whole 
life history has made him more 
a woman psychologically than a 
man. He finds it difficult to be as­ 
sertive with other adults, is em­ 
barrassed about sex, and develops 
a soft passivity — an unconscious 
desire to be cared for by a strong 
figure who was never there to help 
him through life. He learned that 
he could depend on no one rally 
and came to depend on the one 
thing that could ease his pain— 
alcohol. It was dependable, in that 
it produced the same feeling of 
ease each time and wouldn't let 
him down as others had done.

His 
family life was generally disorgan­ 
ized and without plan — 
much the way his life goe, along 
now. There was no one who could 
point him in a direction and keep 
him at a task. No one to help him 
persevere to make it worth while 
to stay at something. He learned 
to take the easy way out. 
His family life, being what 
was, left him feeling different than 
other children and erected a bar­ 
rier between himself and others 
that only alcohol could dissolve. 
His need to depend on someone 
was in conflict with his need to 
be a man and act self-sufficient.! 
He denied his dependence and 
leaned on drink instead: here he' 
could both be a man (as measured 
by how much he coudl consume! 
and a boy (by acting silly and! 
boisterous) with impunity. He 
could feel like both without ever 
having to go out into the world and 
prove it. He drank until there was 
no more discrepancy between what 
society made him feel he ought to 
be and what his life history actual-;

SACRAMENTO (U PI)-G ov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown today approved 
designating 5.000 miles of scenic 
highways in California and asked 
the legislature's help in setting 
them apart. 
Brown was following recommen­ 
dations that appeared in a report 
from an Advisory Committee on 
Scenic Highways, which worked 
with a State Department commit­ 
tee to designate the highways in 
areas of particular beauty. 
The report contained recommen­ 
dations covering highway design, 
location and right of way 
sition policies, roadside 
and control of development along 
"senic corridors.” 
The existing and planned high­ 
ways are in every section of the 
state and include coastal, forest, 
mountain and desert areas, 
inent among them are the Red­ 
wood Empire area, coastal High­ 
way I. and sections of road in 
and near Yosemite. Death Valley, 
Lake Tahoe and Joshua Tree Na­ 
tional Monument. 
Brown urged the legislature to 
study the recommendations, com­ 
menting that “many of them will 
require legislative action if we 
are to protect existing 'scenic cor­ 
ridors’ and develop new ones." 
The governor said that particu­ 
lar study was needed of the prob­ 
lems of “city and county partici­ 
pation in the plan to include local 
routes of interest and b e a u t y 
where feasible."

ROME (UPD—Americans will 
soon get a chance to see 'Alberto 
Sordi, the "funniest man in Italy," 
in his first English-language film. 
Sordi is a veteran of more than 
100 films, many of which have 
been shown and reshown to the 
delight of Italian audiences. But 
most Americans have never even 
heard his name. 
The 
40-year-old comic, who 
made his first film at 16, will get 
his chance in the United States 
next April when "The Best Of 
Enemies” goes before the Ameri­ 
can public. 
In this wartime comedy. Sordi 
co-stars with David Niven. "The 
Best of Enemies,” Sordi’s first 
English-language film, already has 
scored a laugh-filled success in 
London. 
Off the screen, Sordi. a bache­ 
lor, is a serious, intelligent and 
articulate man. 
Comic’s Problems Mount 
"The problems of trying tn ap­ 
peal to an international audience 
as a comic are tremendous,” he 
said in an interview. “But I 
think 'The Best of Enemies' has 
«hown that I can put myself 
across in English." 
As a comic, Sordi depends 
more on an expression of the 
face, a word or a phrase than on 
slapstick. He specializes in tragic- 
comic situations. 
“In every life there is a com­ 
bination of both tragedy and 
comedy, and many times thev 
come together," S o r d i said. 
"These are the parts I want to 
play. No situation comedies, nr 
hanging from a 30-story ledge by 
my fingertips. I want to act what 
is true to life.” 
An example of such a part is 
his roie in "Everybody Home,” a 
story of the confused and bitter 
days near the end of World War 
II when both the Germans and 
the Americans were shooting at 
the Italians. Sordi plavs a be­ 
wildered officer who is caught 
between the two forces and has 
no idea of what to do. 
Sordi said: "I learned to be a 
comic the best way—by working 
with and learning from other 
comics. When I was 13 I won a 
enntest to dub in the Italian voice 
for Oliver Hardy in the Laurel 
and Hardv films 


"From there I went to films 
and later I had a popular radio 
program. But my aim was always 
to become a film personality. 
"I’ve learned some English now 
and I'm sfill studying. With my 
own voice and expression it 
should go better. 
Sordi’s private life is somewhat 
of a mystery, particularly in a 
country where the press special- 


izes in reporting every action o 
its screen idols. 
Four years ago he purchased a 
villa, complete with swimming 
pool and 100-seat movie theater. 
He lives there with two sisters. 
As to his romantic life, Sordi 
said: "Sure, I’d like to get mar­ 
ried. But I want a WIFE—and 
those are hard to find in the Bln 
world.”

CHICAGO (U P I)-T o judge the 
quality of a m irror, look in to it. 
H ere’s how: 
Stand still in front of the m ir­ 
ror, then move slightly, keeping 
an eye on the reflection. If you 
detect any waviness or distortion, 
you're looking a t an inexpensive 
m irror tather than a quality m ir­ 
ror. 
There 
are 
several 
differences( 
between the window glass m ir­ 
rors and plate glass according to; 
Richard 
M. 
Clouse, 
a 
m irror 
m anufacturer. 
He said plate glass makes bet­ 
ter m irrors because it is at least 
Vi inch thick and polished on both 
sides to remove all waviness and 
imperfections. The glass then is 
coated with silver, copper and a 
protective layer of paint. 
Window glass m irrors, on the

hand, 
are 
simply 
drawn 
and fired without polishing. This 
results in distortions about every

inches 
w here 
waves 
run 
through the glass. 
A new type of window glass 
m irror, 
called 
prem ium 
glass, 
represents an im provem ent over 
window glass, 
Clouse said: 
the 
waves in the glass are 3G inches 
apart. It would be possible there­ 
fore. to find a sm all premium 
glass mirror, no m ore than 36 
inches square, with no distortion, 
but any

type would still present a distort­ 
ed image.

Agriculture shortcomings in the 
Soviet 
Union

Nikita Khrushchev since last No­ 
vember. 
In the Soviet Union, private en­ 
terprise am ong the peasants con­ 
tinues to confound the economic 
planners by producing the bulk of 
Soviet eggs, milk, poultry and a 


large proportion of its meat sup­ 
ply. 
Totally collectivized East Ger­ 
many. 
once 
the 
larder 
of 
the 
whole of Germ any, cannot pro­ 
duce enough to feed itself. Po­ 
land's farm ers, enjoying more lat­ 
itude than most within the Com­ 
munist empire, have dem onstrat­ 
ed 
indisputably that 
they value 
private 
ownership 
of 
a 
horse 
above communal partnership in a 
tractor. 
Hungary, once a food exporting 
nation, is in just as bad agricul­ 


tural shape as East Germany. 
In 1958, as part of the "great 
leap forw ard," Red China began 
jam m ing 500 million people into

communes. 
Private 
enterprise, as well as family life, 
was to disappear in an overnight 
lunge tow ard the perfect Commu­ 
nist state. 
Even as dedicated a Commu­ 
nist as Khrushchev ridiculed the 
idea, and thus perhaps for the 
first tim e disclosed the now wide­ 
ly advertised rift with Red Chi­ 
nese Leader Mao Tse-tung.
